FREIGHT TRAIN 
COLLISION AT 
NORTHWESTERN DEPOT. 
THE 


There wus a very unpleasant meeting 
at the Northwestern depot about six 
o’clock this morning-.

terests submitted by law to his supervision; 
and both the secretary of the treasury and 
secretary of state are asked to suggest any 
modification which may seem to them desir­ 
able in either of the measures. 
The earliest 
possible reply is solicited. 
There is an unauthorized whisper that one 
inspiration of this course has been the fact 
that recent action of the senate on certain 
privileged questions lias been resented by the 
administration as having been taken in 
violation of long established usage as to con­ 
sultation with the state department, and the 
h ou s e committee determined to stand right 
on the record in ihis 'regard.

vessel was damaged so badly as to be com­ 
pelled to retu rn to New York. 
It is thou ght 
the ex plosion was tho work of some of the 
strikers, 
(’apt. D. A. Kelly, of the Gu yan* 
dotte, says the hole made by the ex plosion is 
in the deck and side. 
He thinks two or three 
passengers were slightly hu rt, and a pas>en- 
g» r and a colore I waiter named Ju tine were 
seriou sly inju red. 
Tho captain says that 
ju st before tho steamer started on the trip a 
man abou t 35 years old was seen to enter the 
water closet and afterward leave the boat 
ju st as the gang plank was pu lled in. 
He 
left an empty sachel behind, and it is believed 
it had contained dynamite. 
A moro complete statement of the occu r­ 
rence is as follows: Tho tables in the dining- 
saioon were laid for su pper, and the waiters 
were moving abou t the apartment getting 
the meal ready. 
Most of the saloon passen­ 
ger« were in the u pper saloon on tho hu rri­ 
cane deck. 
One passenger, however, W. A. 
Kelly, of this city, was sitting in the main 
saloon, abou t six ty feet away from the after 
jvartition. 
Su ddenly a tremendou s report, 
accompanied by a troock that made tho ship 
tremble violently, startled the passengers 
and crew. 
Mr. Kelly saw the after par­ 
titions of the main saloon split into frag­ 
ments 
and 
fly 
in 
every 
direction^ 
Tho few passengers ru shed peil mell in search 
for life-preservers, and tho officers and crew 
hu rried aft to ascertain the natu re of the ex ­ 
plosion and the ex tent of the damage. Capt* 
J. A. Kell) , who was in the pilot hou se at 
tho time, immediately gave orders to stop tho 
engines, and went aft 
to ascertain tho 
trou ble. 
When ho saw the shattered condi­ 
tion of the hu rricane deck he ordered the 
ship to be pu t abou t and headed for New 
York. 
It was fou nd that the hu ll was u ninju red, 
and the passengers were reassu red. 
Nobody 
was seriou sly inju red. 
W . A. Kelly, the 
passenger, was stru ck on the 
leg by a 
splinter and slightly wou nded, and a waiter 
named James Ju stin was slightly wou u dod 
on the leg by a splinter. 
The rest of the 
passengers and crew were not wou nded. The 
damage to the vessel is estimated at abou t 
$2,00u , du e chiefly to the demolition of joiner 
work. 
How the ex plosion originated was soon 
ex plained. 
That it was cau sed by an in­ 
fernal machine is certain. 
After the ex plo­ 
sion a passenger remembered seeing a black 
valise resting u pon tho floor of the closot a 
short time before the ex plosion occu rred. 
The mess boy said that a you ng man, wrell 
dressed, came from the closet ju st before the 
ship left her dock, and hastily disappeared in 
the crowd on the pier. 
There seems to lie no 
dou bt then that this man plaeed tho infernal 
machine in the closet, as he was seen to 
board the vessel with the valise in his hand, 
and to leave withou t it. 
It was on this line 
that the strike now so general along the 
river front began.

CIRCULATION OF PARIS PAPERS. 


T heir I.urge Profit*— A dvertising Return*. 
NowMpaper Announcem ent» . 
The Fans newspapers make a largo protit 
on their circulation—-when they have any. 
Tho Petit Journal « ells for a sou, but tho 
other dailies arc rated at two and three 
fcou» apit-e**, and, aa mentioned, thoir com­ 
position and press work, and tho small 
quantity of |Kijx *r their editions require are 
very cheap. They are, however, under some 
ex penses of which American newspaper 
publishers have no knowledge. 
In Paris, 
for ex ample, every newspaper is distributed 
by its own carriers. 
Thero is no general 
distributing agency and no carrier under­ 
takes to “ serve” more than one paper. The 
carriers, too, must bear tho papers to tho 
vendors in tho kiosks. 
All this moans delay 
and outlay for tho publishers. 
Nor aro tho advertising returns to 
bo 
compared with those of American or Eng­ 
lish journals. 
The theatres do no* adver­ 
tise, tho railway companies do not advertise, 
and the advertiser generally is a rather 
shy bird, ex cept when the newspaper is of 
ancient foundaton and wide repute. 
On the 
othor hand, there are dally journals in 
which every line is made to pay, and to pay 
handsomely. 
In one of tho great dailies, 
following an article by the chief editor, one 
often happens ujx m a paragraph announc­ 
ing, for instance, that “ M. Brown,” the 
new novel, ha« reached its fiftieth odition.” 
Tho w riter adds: “ This is not ut all won­ 
derful, when one takes into account the re­ 
markable talent of the author, M. Robin­ 
son.” 
Inquiry ut the Librairie Nouvello 
having disclosed tie* fact that the original 
tdilion of “ M. Brown” is still on the pub­ 
lisher’s shelves it is plain that the nows- 
paper’s announcement is a reclame, and a 
reclame of this sort is quoted at about COO 
f rancs. 
It is almost the nils for local managers 
and European impresarii to enter into a con­ 
tract with two or three of tho principal 
nc w« papers fo r n certain quantity of spaco, 
to Ik» idled by them annually, at stated pe­ 
riods. 
From 15 francs to 25 francs a lino 
is demand» » ! r<»r this privilogo. 
A year or 
two ago ono of the leading dailies made 
room for a news item announcing tho l» o- 
trothol of a young American girl to an Ital­ 
ian prince. 
Although no name« wero used 
tho persons referred to could not 1m» mis­ 
taken. 
Tho mother of the maiden advised 
tho editor that the report wa« groundless 
and asked hint to so proclaim it. 
This ho 
rcfus» d to do. 
Then she sent him a letter 
with a request that ho would print it over 
her signature. Tho editor was willing, but the 
letter, he « aid, must 1m» paid for. 
It ap­ 
peared in print, and 50 francs a lino was tho 
price ex acted and paid for its publication.— 
New York Times. 


OUR SEALS AND COINS. 


Foiled With a Silver Riitk. 
M. W, Brown, of Now Mex ico, said to a 
reporter: “ Mining now is not what it used 
to be. 
In early days there were incidents 
without numlx jr. 
W hen I finfc went to Sil 
ver City, N. M.,, to open tho mine which I 
have recently located here, tho railroads 
had not entered that territory, and the 
stage robber flourished in all his glory. 
It 
was not infrequent for them to malt« good 
hauls of bricks or dust, both in that and 
other sections of tho mining country. I had 
some trouble in that line and finally con­ 
cluded that I had the remedy in my owu 
hands, and put my bullion into a 500 pound 
brick and sent it to the Philadelphia mint. 
The stage wa s attacked, and the robbers got 
all they could, but when they camo to ray 
brick they stopped short and remarked: 
“ Well, it looks mighty pretty, but it’s too 
much for us,” and went. 
I was notified 
from tho mint that they would not again re­ 
ceive such a large brick. I had not antici­ 
pated this, and was rather put back, but I 
wrote to the people at the mint, ex plaining 
the situation very clearly, and they replied 
that under those circumstances they would 
receive 500-pound bricks, but no larger.— 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


Taking Dispatches by Typew riter. 
“ The system of taking dispatches by tho 
typewriting machine,” said an old teleg­ 
rapher yesterday, “ is proving a great suc­ 
cess. 
By the new process the capacity of a 
wire is increased 25 per cent., thus enabling 
the company to perform greater feats of tele­ 
graphing than ever before. 
It takes some 
time for the operator to learn how to manip­ 
ulate tho machine with sufficient speed to 
keep pace with a good ‘sender,’ but when he 
once masters the thing he can perform 25 
l^er cent, more work than he can with pen or 
stylus, and perform it, too, with far less 
ex ertion and mental strain.

deal of press m atter is sent in abbreviated 
form for no other reason than that the 
sender cannot ‘whoop* the stuff through fast 
enough by tho old 
process to keep the re­ 
ceiver e t his knitting. 
There isn’t a sender 
living who can ‘put it up the back’ of 
the 
ex pert typewriter artist. »’—Chicago Herald.

adopted for seals and coins by this go .’em ­ 
inent. 
Mr. Bruff ex plain.** tlmt owing to a lack 
of knowledge this government made a falsa? 
start. 
The art of heraldry was unknown 
in this country’s infancy, he says, and .stand­ 
ard works were unattainable, 
“ In conse­ 
quence thereof the new republic was unable 
to obtain a proper device for its national 
signet until July 20, 1782, and the device 
then adopted of admirable symbolism, is a 
baseless fabric, not being blazoned ufx m an 
escutcheon or shield, and hence wo have 
never had o national escutcheon of heraldic 
armp, unprecedented in tha annals of her­ 
aldry. 
Being thus deprived of that basis, 
tho requisite of ad heraldic achievements, 
the government utilized a subcharge of tho 
arms projier, and os popularly denominate» .* 
the national shield or escutcheon, which it 
is not nor ever can lie.” 
Having no genuine escutcheon, no basis 
or standard to start with, this government 
has gradually collected an accumulation of 
designs which Mr. Bruff characterize os 
“ ranging*from indifferent and peculiar to 
absurd.” 
He goes on to say: 
“ All nations of the civilized world save 
our own have onstumpeil upon their gold 
and silver coinage the true heraldic arms of 
their individual sovereignty, and with strict 
numismatic propriety ex clude irrelevant, 
fanciful ideas. 
‘The American bald » ri.dc 
is displayed in every conceivable attitude 
und position, and degenerated to numero,:« 
sjiecies of the United States mint genius. 
FREE A N O EASY ART. 
“ Tho peculiar style of distributing the 
elements of the national arms over the faces 
of tho coin, inchnling mottoes and legends 
unregardful of significant propriety, is a r< - 
markable art ex hibition of the genius of our 
free institutions. 
Compare the dignili* i 
propriety repr» .sontei in the devices upon 
some of tho earlier coinage: 
Observe, a 
classic bust with legend ‘Liberty,* and re­ 
verse, tho national arms as adopted, which 
compare with the handsome female head 
filleted 
‘Liberty.’ though crowned 
with 
grain, etc., ns if also to represent the god­ 
dess Geres or Abundance, doubtless a multi­ 
fold genius, as the motto overhead would in­ 
timate, ‘E pluribus unum .’ 
Upon close ex ­ 
amination u small cap is seem amid the 
redundant ringlets, apparently falling oX 
Reverse, a crucified caglo (severely) mis- 
played,’ m inus‘the escutcheon on his brerst,’ ' 
or the eagle volant (without its appropriate 
motto, ‘Ex celsior’). 
As though disgurfed 
with his vicissitude and general bad treat­ 
ment by the ruling powers ho has discarded 
his ‘shield of the Union,’ olive branch and 
three arrows (typical we suppose of thirteen) 
and ascends to tho starry regions of purity 
and truth. 
(Tho square, heavy ’perspective 
is good, but why ex tend his logs, as storks 
and herons do?) 
TIIE MAD EAGLE. 
“ In another issue an enraged eaglo has 
discovered tho discarded ‘American shield’ 
prostrate in tho weeds, and having picked 
up the arrows and branch pounces upon the 
debased escutcheon, defiantly warning off 
the despoilers. 
Mottoes become legends, 
and legends mottoes. 
The Goddess of Lib­ 
erty, duly labeled, rests herself upon a rock, 
with staff and cap and escutcheon, but 
looks back apprehensive of some mishap. 
This is another phase of the ever varying 
obverse. 
Reverse of which may be ono 
variety (there aro several of them) of the 
lame eaglo: dex ter wing horizontally ox - 
ten» led, and sinister, or left, nearly closed 
t*nd vertical, and the usual distribution of 
stars, motto, etc. 
The latest absurdity, so 
eminently puritanical, not in keeping with 
the times, unauthorized by enactment, is the 
Gothic legend between the wings of tho cru­ 
cified eagle of ‘In God we trust.’ 
“ Our patriotic fathers put their trust in 
God and kept their powder dry. 
Oliver 
Cromwell had engraved upon some bronze 
guns ‘Teach us 
to shower forth thy praise, 
O, Lord. ’ 
Too lengthy for our coin, but so 
applied more beneficent—in diffusion of 
wealth. 
The most appropriately consistent 
device for embellishment of the coin of our 
country would be—-obverse: 
A bust of the 
iaureated head of the Father of His Coun­ 
try, with motto of Liberty. 
Reverse: The 
precis» » heraldic arras of tho United States 
of America, and no other stellar ornament 
than the constellation crest, and no other 
legend than the title, value and dale, an» ! 
motto of arms. Such would be credited)!-' ( 
our nationality, and place us among the 
most favored nations of Christendom.” —- 
Globe-Democrat.
